The format: of this table is the same as Table 3. Note once again that 
four of these six schools show a Miami-Dade draw of fewer than 30% of the 
high school graduates. Figure 10 presents a bar chart of the data in 
Table 4." The steady decline in high-school graduates at Miami~Central. is 

* apparent in the figure and, in general, a ‘declining trend can also be seen 
at Jackson and Miami Springs, Miami Springs does show a slight recovery in 
the number of high school graduates for 1982; as does Miami Northwestern. 
For Miami Northwestern, however, ‘Miami-Dade's absolute draw did not increase 
for 1982, which means that our proportional draw of these graduates dropped 
from 32.6% in 1981, to 22.2% in 1982. d ‘ 


Figures 11 through 16 present detailed data for each? high school. 
Once again, summary data and interpretive notes are provided on each figure. 
These data are left for che reader to examine. 
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a Table 5 and Figure 17 present data for the South Central Area high 
_ schools. These schools exhibit: an interesting mixture of growth and decline. © 
€oral Gables and Miami Senior High both show a decline in high school 


graduates-; Miami-Coral Park and Miami Sunset High show an opposite trend. 
Note also that this is the first set of schools for which Miami- 


Dade is drawing more than 30% of the graduates from each school. Out pro- 


portional draw has increased or remained stable for three schools, but has 

shown a decline for two schools (Coral Gables and South Miami). Figures 18 

through 22 present detailed bar graphs for each school with summary data and ‘ 
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“Summary --South Area Schools 


» oe Table 6 and Figure 23 present data by high school for the South 


area schools. While not in every.case apparent from the scale of the figure, 
the number of, high’ school :graduates has declined for four of the six schools 

in 1982 (Homestead, Miami Southridge, Southwest Miami, and Miami Palnetto). * 
Notice also that while Miami Killian’ s high school graduating class has : 


shown a recovery across the past three years, Miami-~Dade's absolute and 
proportional draw has decreased considerably ‘for 1982. tans Palmetto 

& presents an interesting case. It is a large school, but our draw has been 
fewer than 30% of the graduates for the past four years. A low draw is also 
apparent from South. Dade and Homestead High Schools.
